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Woman saved from flooded home 

power after propeller hits submerged wire fence in yard 


Rescue boat loses steering,

Ruth Wilhoit admits she held her 
breath when the damaged rescue 
boat she was in became caught in 
roiling floodwater and was swept 
across Bridge Hill Road. 

“We were all holding our breath 
when we went over that,” she said. 

“But I wasn’t worried about me. I was 
worried about my car and the dogs.” 

Wilhoit, 67, became trapped in 


her parents’ home last Friday morn¬ 
ing after an estimated 6 inches of 
rain fell, causing the Salt River to 
spill over its banks and surround the 
house. 

Her harrowing rescue began when 
first responders with Anderson Coun¬ 
ty fire and EMS launched a small 
boat from the edge of Glensboro 
Road. Once it arrived at the home’s 
back door, Wilhoit was loaded in. As 
the boat attempted to leave, however, 


its propeller struck a wire fence that 
was beneath the floodwater, breaking 
it and leaving first responders unable 
to steer. 

The boat became caught in the 
rushing water and was swept toward 
Bridge Hill Road, where it faced large 
swells when the water crossed the 
road and crested on the opposite side. 

A second boat waited on the other 
side of the road, but it also lost power

Krogman named Anderson County’s new fire chief

Following a months- 
long search, the Anderson 
County Fire District has a 
new chief. 

Patrick Krogman, a 
retired captain who twice 
served as acting chief with 
Newport Fire and EMS in 
northern Kentucky, was 
selected by the fire district 
board late last month. 

A career public servant, 


Krogram’s career began in 
1978 as a volunteer with 
the Bellevue 
Fire Depart¬ 
ment, where 
was promoted 
to the rank 
of lieutenant 
while serving 
as a firefight¬ 
er and emer¬ 
gency medical 
technician. 

Through the years Krog¬ 


man piled up numerous 
fire and EMS certifications 
before retiring from New¬ 
port Fire and EMS in Sep¬ 
tember of 2013. 

From his office in Sta¬ 
tion 1 on Wildcat Road, 
Krogman said he’s excited 
to be named chief in 
Anderson County and is 
looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I’m impressed,” Krog¬ 
man said of the depart¬ 


ment. “Everything is well in 
place and ready to go.” 

Krogman said he became 
interested in the position 
when he saw an advertise¬ 
ment for it late last year. 

“I did a little research 
and it looked like a good 
place,” he said. “It’s differ¬ 
ent that what I’ve done in 
my career and it looked like 
a challenge.

$75,000 grant sought to build 
water facility in city park

The Lawrenceburg City Council 
isn’t taking no for an answer when 
it comes to getting a grant to build a 
splash park. 

Mayor Sandy 
Goodlett confirmed 
Monday that the city 
will again apply for 
a $75,000 Land and 
Water Conservation 
state grant to build 
the splash park in the Goodlett 
city park located next 
to the American Legion. 

A grant submitted in 2013 was 
denied. 

“We’re going to submit the very 
same proposal,” Goodlett said Mon¬ 
day afternoon. “I hope we get it. If 
not, we’ll have to look in another 
direction.” 

The previous proposal called 
for a splash park that would cost 
around $150,000. Goodlett said there 
is a fund-matching requirement to 
the grant, and that the city figures 
it can meet most of that match with 
in-kind work building the park. 

As part of the grant application 
process, the city council will con¬ 
duct a public comment meeting, 
which is scheduled for Monday, 
April 20 at 5:15 p.m. at Lawrence¬ 
burg City Hall, according to a notice 
issued by the city. 

The splash park, at a proposed 
3,000 square feet, would feature 
aquatic sprayers and spouts in the 
shape of marine life, animals and 
sports equipment, according to 
information provided by the city. 

The city was notified in 2014 that 
it would not receive the funding. 

The park’s water supply would 
come from a city water hook up, 
and shut off automatically at night, 
City Clerk Robbie Hume said. The 
splash park would operate on a 
timer with users pushing an activa¬ 
tor to start the water features. 

Some council members expressed 
concern previously about vandal¬ 
ism to the splash park and what 
could be done to prevent it.

The Lawrenceburger Chal¬ 
lenge would give even the 
most accomplished gurgita- 
tor pause. The brainchild of 
Bill Lane, the burger alone 
includes 4 pounds of fresh 
ground chuck, eight slices of 
bacon, eight slices of cheese 
and a large bun adorned with 
layer upon layer of tomatoes, 
lettuce and onions. 

That’s just the begin¬ 
ning. Side dishes include a 
full pound of french fries, 
a half pound of homemade 
cole slaw and if that weren’t 
enough, a large soft drink to 
wash it all down. 

Put it down and keep it 
down in 30 minutes and the 
meal is free. Fail and it costs 
$15.99. 

As of last Friday afternoon, 
one person had managed to 
eat the burger, but no one 
had even come close to finish¬ 
ing the entire challenge. 

Turner, who was at the 
diner with his wife, Trina, 
was a game contestant despite 
having already eaten a dou¬ 
ble burger, a customer favor¬ 
ite weighing in at around a 
half pound. 

Told of the challenge, 
Turner said he’d give it a try 
and was fairly confident he 
would pull it off. 

“I love to eat... that’s my 
hobby,” said Turner, who 
cites the Food Network as 
his favorite TV channel and 
“Man vs. Food” as his favorite 
show. 

“I was going to pants shop¬ 
ping, but now I don’t know.” 

In the kitchen, Bill Lane 
got busy prepping the burger, 
first by mashing eight half- 
pound burgers into four giant 
ones. Then it was onto the 
grill, where they were left 
to sizzle for several minutes 
before being covered in slices 
of American cheese. 

While the burgers cooked, 
he arranged the other ingre¬ 
dients, stacking up piles of 
lettuce, bacon, tomatoes and 
onions. 

Close by, employee Sarah 
Dean scooped a large bowl 
of slaw and dropped nearly 
a full basket of fries in the 
deep fryer, all of which was 
destined for Turner’s table. 

When the burgers were 
cooked, it was all hands on 
deck to assemble the mon¬ 
ster sandwich. As Bill Lane 
stacked the meat, his wife 
piled on the fixins and tried 
to hold it all together by 
impaling the burger with sev¬ 
eral wooden kabob sticks to 
keep it upright. 

What easily amounted to 6 
pounds of food was piled onto 
a serving tray and delivered 
to Turner, whose eyes wid¬ 
ened considerably when he 
realized just what he had got¬ 


ten himself into. 

Turner made a run at it 
for about 20 minutes before 
tapping out with at least two 
thirds of the meal uneaten. 

“I’ve had it,” he said, shak¬ 
ing his head as sweat dripped 
from his brow. 

Undeterred, Turner said 
had he not already eaten the 
double burger, he might have 
been able to win the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I want a rematch,” he said 
with a laugh while his wife 
sat nearby, shaking her head. 
“It was really a good burger. I 
loved it. It was awesome.” 

Bill Lane said he came up 
with the idea of the Law¬ 
renceburger Challenge as a 
way of drawing attention to 
the fledgling restaurant. 


“That’s how people know 
us,” he said, adding that the 
Lawrenceburger Challenge 
shouldn’t be confused with 
the Lawrenceburger, a menu 
item that at 1 pound of beef 
nevertheless serves as the 
Challenge’s little brother. 

“The Challenge is four of 
those,” he said. 

“I decided to beef it up a 
little [pun almost certainly 
intended].” 

Not that the chance to 
gorge oneself on hamburger 
meat is the only reason to 
visit the restaurant. 

The Lanes offer a full 
breakfast, lunch and dinner 
menu, including daily spe¬ 
cials such as meatloaf and 
catfish. 

“We have some of the best 


steaks in Lawrenceburg,” Bill 
Lane said, adding that like the 
hamburger, they purchase 
meat that hasn’t been frozen. 

The location, which as 
been hit and miss for several 
previous restaurants, is doing 
well, Glenda Lane said. 

“We can’t keep food in the 
store,” she said. “What I’ve 


heard everyone say is that the 
food and service is excellent. 

“Plus, we have a drive-thru 
window, so people can call in 
and just pick up their orders. 
People really like that, espe¬ 
cially from the factories.”

when its propeller became 
tangled in weeds that weren’t 
visible beneath the high 
water. 

Fortunately, the boat that 
was swept across the road 
drifted back toward Glens- 
boro Road and first respond¬ 
ers were able to get out and 
drag it back to the edge of 
Glensboro Road. 

Back on dry land, Wilhoit 
was greeted with hugs from 
her husband Willy and other 
family members and friends. 

“I’m fine,” she said. “I 
wasn’t scared, thanks to the 
rescuers who took good care 
of me.” 

Wilhoit said she noticed 
water around the home of 
her vacationing parents 
around midnight, but became 
concerned after heavy rains 
forced the river over its banks 
and surrounded the house. 

Around 9 a.m., the water 
got so high that a propane 
tank attached to the house 
came loose and began bang¬ 
ing against the side of the 
home. 

“I’ve never seen it this 
high,” she said. 

Wilhoit said one of her 
biggest concerns was the ani¬ 
mals she had to leave behind, 
including three dogs, a cat 
and 12 birds. 

“I put them upstairs and 
made sure they had plenty of 
food and water,” she said. 

Wilhoit’s rescue was among 
numerous calls responded to 
by fire and EMS on Friday 
following heavy rains that 
began Thursday night. 

Several vehicles became 
stranded in high water, 
including one that had to be 
abandoned near Bonds Mill. 

In Lawrenceburg, city 
crews were out most of the 
night fixing a water main 
break and other issues as ris¬ 
ing water was forced through 
storm drain covers and into 
the streets. 

Firefighters also responded 
to a call on Jenny Lillard 
Road when a lightening bolt 
went through the roof of a 
home, setting it on fire. 

Deputy Chief Donald Cox 
said that fire was quickly put 
out, but that the home was 
left with a large hole in the 
roof.

“I’m looking forward to 
getting up and running and 


continuing in a positive direc¬ 
tion.” 

One of the challenges, he 
said, will be adjusting to serv¬ 
ing such a large area. 

“Where I was there were 
20,000 people in a 3-square- 


mile area,” he said. “Here, 
there population is the same 
over 200 square miles.” 

Krogman said he has 
already met twice with his 
chief officers and is look¬ 
ing forward to meeting and 


working with the rest of the 
county’s firefighters. 

Although he likely won’t 
live here permanently for 
another week or so, Krogman 
said he has already received a 
warm welcome. 


“It has been excellent,” he 
said. 

“Everyone has been very 
friendly and helpful.”

Gas pains for most, 
good deal for few 

Beasmore making movie at courthouse? 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I’ve heard several rumors lately about what might be 
coming to the land purchased several months ago by the 
joint economic development authority just south of the Blue- 
grass Parkway. I can neither confirm nor deny any 
of them, but have my doubts anything will be 
locating there anytime soon. 

The problem is natural gas. That location doesn’t 
have it and getting it there will require someone to 
spend millions to do so. 

The nearest natural gas line ends near Four 
Roses Distillery. To get it to the industrial park, 
someone will have to spend a fortune not only get¬ 
ting gas lines beneath the rail tracks and Bluegrass 
Parkway, but also to secure easements across pri¬ 
vate land. 

The EDA is already on the hook for upwards of 
$500,000 from buying the land and clearly doesn’t 
have the cash required to pipe gas there. 

The fiscal court, even if it could spend money like that, is so 
broke it just had to borrow $400,000 just to balance its budget. 

Of course some company champing at the bit to move here 
could always pay to have the gas moved, but that’s doubtful 

given the number of fully equipped 
industrial parks in this region ready, 
willing and able to offer a turnkey 
approach. Or, perhaps Atmos Energy 
will do it, provided the business mov¬ 
ing in there is a large enough gas 
purchaser. 

I hate to say it, but that leaves us, 
Mr. and Mrs.Taxpayer, as the likely 
candidates to foot the bill. One way 
to pay for that would be to have the 
fiscal court pass a payroll tax — there 
are folks with the EDA who want 
that tax passed so badly they can 
taste it. Of course that can’t happen, 
though, because to a person, every¬ 
one sitting on the fiscal court made it clear they oppose that tax 
while running for office last year. 

It remains to be seen if the purchase of that property ever 
benefits anyone but the group of people who bought it one 
week and sold it the next in what can best be described as a 
dubious deal. 

You remember that, right? It’s when Jerry and Betty Spring- 
ate teamed up with EDA board member Larry Cann and a fel¬ 
low from Sal visa, formed a new real estate company and in two 
short weeks bought that land. 

Then, as fate would have it, the EDA bought the land from 
them just one week later and paid exactly what the Springates, 
et. al. paid. Of course the Springates, et. al. kept the 10 acres that 
front US 127 in the deal — a finder’s fee, if you will. 

If gas makes it there, what was clearly a sweetheart deal for 
them gets a whole lot sweeter. If not, at least they made a deal 
that gave them what amounts to 10 acres of free land on US 127. 

S peaking of neither confirming nor denying... 

I’m not sure what to make of what I saw Monday morn¬ 
ing while snooping around the county courthouse. 

As I made my way inside, I noticed a couple of guys with 
cameras hanging around accompanied by Lea Beasmore — yes, 
that Lea Beasmore — who appeared to be carrying a camera of 
her own. 

For those of you new to town or who spent most of 2011-12 
living under a rock, Beasmore is the woman who unsuccessfully 
sued the county for sexual harassment. 

Despite her loss, the trial revealed a host of untoward activi¬ 
ties that went on during the years she was employed by county 
government, none of which bear repeating at this late date. 

From what I could gather, Beasmore and crew were scouting 
the courthouse as a movie location, along with city attorney 
Robert Myles, who has a history of encouraging movie-making 
hopefuls to shoot films here.

Salvaging belongings 
in wake of the flood 


A nderson County as well 
as surrounding counties 
have experienced flood¬ 
ing. Recovery after the flood¬ 
ing presents many challenges. 

Read about sal¬ 
vaging large appli¬ 
ances and carpeting 
and other flooring. 

The bad news is that 
frequently neither 
large appliances 
nor flooring can be 
saved. 

It’s hard to say 
whether it’s harder 
to clean up after 
a flood or a fire. I 
personally think it’s 
more of a challenge 
after a flood. 

Large electrical appliances 

Appliances submerged 
in flood water are often not 
repairable, and even those 
that are repaired will have a 
shortened life expectancy. And 
it’s not economical to repair 
such small appliances as micro- 


waves, televisions, and radios. 
Use the following guidelines to 
begin salvaging appliances. 

Disconnect the power to the 
building or to the circuit that 
feeds the appliance before 
unplugging it from the wall. 
Water can short-circuit an 
appliance so parts that don’t 
normally conduct electricity 
can shock you. Make a dia¬ 
gram or list of all switches, 
contacts, motors, and wiring 
before disconnecting them. 
Rinse and flush all parts 
with clean water, and allow 
them to dry for several days. 

Dry and lubricate hinges, 
bearings, and other moving 
parts to prevent rust. Use 
spray-on drying agents to get 
rid of moisture on contacts and 
motors. Consult the diagram 
you’ve made as you reassemble 
the appliance. 

Appliances that have absor¬ 
bent insulation, such as ovens, 
freezers, refrigerators, and 
water heaters, need to have

Spring a good time to be weather aware 


T his is a good time of year to see how 
weather aware you are in your 
household. 

You don’t have to be a 
weather nut like me to take 
common sense precautions. 

Check your batteries in your 
flashlights. Bring pets inside. 

Check on a neighbor. Make 
sure the sump pump is work¬ 
ing, if you have one. 

Last, but not least, make sure 
you have discussed hazardous 
spring weather with your fam¬ 
ily and make a plan on what to 
do and where to go. 

Stay away from windows 
and doors with glass. Don’t use 
a corded phone during a lightning storm. 
It’s also good to avoid water. Unplug electri¬ 
cal items if you don’t have surge protection. 
If you or someone in your family is fright¬ 
ened by storms, introduce them to weather 
science. Knowledge can calm a lot of fears. 

I always starting counting when I see 
the lightning strike (one thousand one, one 
thousand two...) then, when the thunder 
booms, I stop and know how many miles 
away the lightning really is from me. Dur¬ 
ing daylight hours the plants and animals 
tell me when to head to the house. Dande¬ 
lions, as several other flowers, close before 
a storm. Cows will lie down in a pasture. Of 
course, you know the one about the tree 
frogs singing louder before a rain, right? 

Anderson County Public Safety does a 
good job of doing an automated call to your 
home when things are really unsafe out. If 
you don’t receive those calls, call 839-7642 
or stop at the police department. You can 
also listen to continuous NOAA weather 
reports at 1620 AM on your radio. 

In town, I’ve gotten it in clear with my 


old truck antennae from the Parkway 
north to almost 1-64 and west of town sev¬ 
eral miles out Highway 44 and Highway 62. 

I’m actually writing this on Good Friday 
as so far I’ve had 3 inches of rain. Don’t 
think I’ll be planting those spuds today. 
Even with covered beds, it’s no fun in the 
rain. Growing potatoes is one of my favorite 
things and it isn’t hard to do, if you don’t 
mind digging. 

Potatoes dug into the ground should be 
planted 6 to 8 inches deep and 12-15 inches 
apart from each other. Rows should be 3 
feet apart. You should cut the potato into 
golf ball size pieces, each with a little eye 
bud, a few days before you plant them. Just 
leave then on some newspaper, out of direct 
sun and with air circulation, to dry or cure 
for a few days. This gives them a little pro¬ 
tection when they first go in the ground. 

Potatoes like direct sun and 1 to 2 inches 
of water each week. After the flowering 
period, then the foliage finally starts to 
turn yellow and die back and you can stop 
watering. 

Two weeks after the flowering period 
you can gently dig some new potatoes. Let 
the rest stay and grow bigger. After digging, 
leave them unwashed and let them cure in 
a dry, dark place. Some potatoes store better 
than others, but you can always can them. 

Now, go do something both productive 
and fun. 

We just had the full pink moon, so 
named after the wild pink phlox that 
starts to bloom this time of year. Because 
of the lunar eclipse, it was also the full 
blood moon. Geez, between all that and the 
wacky weather, we certainly should cel¬ 
ebrate life. Happy growing.

Harrison’s words a reflection of society 


B y now you know what Andrew Har¬ 
rison supposedly said. 

If you don’t know what the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky basketball player uttered 
Saturday after the Wildcats were ousted 
from the NCAA Tournament, 
you obviously haven’t been 
paying attention.

A few minutes after the game ended, 
Kentucky coach John Calipari brought four 
of his players, including Andrew Harrison, 
to the post-game press conference, where 
media types from around the nation get 
their chance to ask questions that usually 
produce some kind of canned response. 

Someone asked Kentucky’s Karl-Antho¬ 
ny Towns about Wisconsin’s Frank Kamin¬ 
sky, the national Player of the Year and a 
major reason the Wildcats went home two 
wins short of perfection. As Towns began 
to answer, Harrison muttered an expletive 
and a racial slur under his breath. The bad 
news for Harrison was that his microphone 
was live. 

I won’t repeat what Harrison said. If 
you don’t know and are really curious, do a 
Google search. You will find plenty of refer¬ 
ences on the Internet. 

Some downplav the racial slur as com¬ 


mon language among young African- 
Americans. I get that and truly believe it 
was poor judgment on the part of a young 
man who had just seen his team’s dream of 
a national championship abruptly end. 

During his two years at Kentucky Har¬ 
rison has always conducted himself well in 
the public eye. 

Therefore, I am not about to condone 
what Harrison said. Neither am I going to 
condemn. 

As a sports writer, I can’t say I have 
encountered the slur very often, but I have 
heard the same expletive uttered many 
times by game participants countless times 
during games. Watch just about any major 
college or pro sporting event on TV and 
chances are if you read lips, you will see the 
same word uttered over and over. We often 
make light of it with terms like “colorful 
language.” 

That, of course, does not make it right. 

But such language, the type that kids 
would get their mouths washed out with 
soap for using not that long ago, has 
become somewhat accepted in every day 
life. 

Why? 

Last week, my wife and I were walk¬ 
ing through Fayette Mall in Lexington 
when we saw a young man wearing a shirt 
printed with one of the offensive words 
that Andrew Harrison used. Why was it 
wrong for him say something and someone 
else able to purchase a shirt with the same 
word? 

As I drove to the office Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, I was stopped behind a vehicle 
“adorned” with a bumper sticker bearing

wet insulation replaced. Water heaters 
also require special care when flushing 
the pipes. Be sure to flush hot water lines 
last so sediment doesn’t end up in the 
water heater. 

Follow these steps to begin dealing 
with wet insulation in your appliances, 
water softener, filters, and purifiers. 
Remove insulation, and consult the own¬ 
er’s manual for details. Be sure to wear 
gloves when removing the insulation. 

Clean the area, and install new insu¬ 
lation. Duct insulation can replace old 
fiberglass insulation. If the insulation 
can’t be removed, it’s best to discard the 
appliance. If that’s not an option for you, 
and you’re sure the floodwater was not 
contaminated, drill holes in the outer cas¬ 
ing so the insulation can dry faster. Make 
sure the appliance is unplugged and do 
not drill through wires. You don’t have to 
remove the foam insulation from newer 
refrigerators and freezers. 

This isn’t a job for a beginner. 

Carpets and flooring 

It’s best to have professional cleaners 
work on carpets and floors, but if that 
isn’t possible, there are some steps you 
can take. Remember to clean and dry the 
floor thoroughly before attempting any 
repairs. Pull up saturated carpets and 
rugs, and drape them outside. Spray off 
muddy carpets with a hose. Use a broom 
to work a low sudsing, disinfectant carpet 
cleaner into soiled spots. To discourage 
mildew, rinse the backing with a solution 
of 2 tablespoons of bleach to 1 gallon of 
water. 

Do not use this solution on wool 
carpets; instead, try pine-oil cleaners. 
Disinfect the slab or subfloor, and allow 
it to dry completely. (This may take sev¬ 
eral months.) Replace any section that 
separated. Discard and replace carpet 
padding. For wood floors, remove a board 
every few feet to reduce buckling. 

Replace the boards once the floor is 
dry. Remove floor coverings with wood 
subflooring, and replace the subfloor. 

You don’t have to remove vinyl covering 
concrete floors, but doing so will hasten 
drying and prevent mold. Replace loose 
tiles over flooring which has dried. This 
may mean a few tiles or the entire sheet. 

If you are uncertain about whether to 
salvage or toss, err on the side of discard¬ 
ing the item. Some people are very sensi¬ 
tive to mold and it isn’t worth the health 
problems that can develop.

Understand 

pring in the Bluegrass is a great 
time of greening and warm¬ 
ing, but it’s also a time when 
livestock producers need to watch 
out for grass tetany, also 
called spring tetany or 
grass staggers. 

Some people also 
refer to it as wheat 
pasture poisoning, win¬ 
ter tetany or lactation 
tetany. Regardless, it’s a 
condition caused by an 
abnormally low level 
of magnesium in the 
blood of livestock. 

Maintenance of normal blood 
magnesium is completely depen¬ 
dent on absorption of magnesium 
from the diet. Deficiencies occur 
most often in beef and dairy cows 
in early lactation that graze lush 
pastures high in potassium and 
nitrogen and low in magnesium and 
sodium. Affected cattle often have 
low blood calcium. 

Typically grass tetany occurs 
when grazing ryegrass, small grains 
(i.e. wheat, rye) and cool season 
perennial grasses from February 
through April, although it can 
occur in fall-calving cows. Fast¬ 
growing spring grass is usually high 
in potassium and crude protein and 
low in sodium and magnesium. 

The earliest signs are twitching 
of the facial muscles, shoulder and 
flank. As the blood magnesium 
level drops, muscles stay contracted, 
so legs are stiff and rigid and even¬ 
tually cause the cow to stagger and 
fall. Rapid convulsions or seizures 
quickly follow, with chomping of 
the jaws and frothy salivation. 

Affected animals lie with the 
head arched back and the legs pad¬ 
dling. The heart rate may reach 150 
beats per minute (normal is 60 to 


80) and can often be heard without 
the use of a stethoscope. Respira¬ 
tory rates of 60 breaths per minute 
and a rectal temperature as high as 
105 degrees F may result from the 
excessive muscle activity. Animals 
may stand up and repeat these 
convulsive episodes several times 
before they finally die. A moderate 
form of grass tetany can occur with 
milder signs of reduced feed intake, 
nervousness and reduced milk pro¬ 
duction. 

A veterinarian makes a diagnosis 
based on history, clinical signs and 
low magnesium levels in the blood 
or spinal fluid. 

Animals with grass tetany need 
immediate veterinary treatment. 
Response to treatment depends 
largely on the length of time 
between onset of symptoms and 
when treatment begins. 

Producers who want to prevent 
grass tetany should start supple¬ 
menting feed with a high magne¬ 
sium mineral at least 30 days prior 
to calving. 

Cows require 20 grams of magne¬ 
sium daily or 4 ounces per day of a 
15-percent magnesium mineral mix 
during the late winter and early 
spring. Don’t let your mineral feed¬ 
ers get empty, because consistent 
intake is important for prevention. 
Kentucky Beef Integrated Resource 


Management (IRM) mineral rec¬ 
ommendations for free-choice 
supplements for grazing beef cattle 
include 14 percent magnesium in 
the complete mineral mix—all from 
magnesium oxide, no dolomitic 
limestone or magnesium mica. At 
least a third of your magnesium 
oxide should be in the prilled form 
to increase palatability. 

In addition to supplying supple¬ 
mental magnesium, you can do 
several things to decrease the risk of 
grass tetany. These include: 

Soil test and apply fertilizer 
based on soil test results and use no 
more potassium than recommend¬ 
ed, since grasses are luxury consum¬ 
ers of potassium. 

Feed legumes that are high in 
magnesium to help offset the prob¬ 
lem, although their growth is often 
limited in late winter. 

Feed small amounts of hay and/ 
or grain to cattle on lush pasture 
during susceptible periods or limit 
grazing to 2-3 hours per day. 

Graze the less susceptible or non- 
lactating animals (heifers, dry cows, 
stocker cattle) on the higher risk 
pastures.

Congressman Andy Barr 
(R-KY) was appointed to the 
Committee on Financial Ser¬ 
vice’s Bipartisan Task Force to 
Investigate Terrorism Financ¬ 
ing, his office announced. 

The task force will be led 
by Congressman Mike Fitz¬ 
patrick (R-PA) and Congress¬ 
man Stephen Lynch (D-MA). 

The goal of the task force 
is to investigate terrorist 
financing and examine what, 
if any, changes are needed 
to upgrade and improve our 
nation’s ability to deny ter¬ 
rorists the funding they use 
to carry out attacks. 

“As the threat of terrorism 
continues to grow and evolve, 
it is critical we investigate 
new ways to stop attacks and 
cut off funding of terrorist 
activities,” said Barr. “It is an 
honor to be appointed to this 
important task force, and I 
look forward to advancing 
solutions that will stop future 
attacks and keep Americans 
safe.” 

Barr also reintroduced 
recently H.R. 1603, the Mili¬ 
tary Sexual Assault Victims 


Empowerment (SAVE) Act. 
The bill would allow sur¬ 
vivors of military sexual 
trauma to seek specialized 


care outside of the Veterans 
Administration health care 
system. 

“We owe members of the 


military the best medical 
treatment available, and vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault in the 
military certainly deserve 
the compassion, flexibility, 
and discretion to make their 
own decisions about the 
best course of care for their 
unique needs,” said Barr. 

“I’m grateful for the bipar¬ 
tisan support of this legisla¬ 
tion, and I look forward to 
advancing this commonsense 
solution to empower survi¬ 
vors of sexual assault in the 
military.” 

The Military SAVE Act has 
11 original cosponsors includ¬ 
ing Congresswoman Tulsi 
Gabbard (D-HI), a captain in 
the Hawaii National Guard 
who has served two tours of 
combat in the Middle East. 

“The tens of thousands of 
military sexual assault sur¬ 
vivors in the military must 
receive proper mental and 
physical care after experienc¬ 
ing such horrible trauma,” 
said Gabbard. 

“I’m joining my friend and 
colleague Congressman Andy 
Barr in calling once again on 
Congress to give survivors a 


chance to recover and heal 
under the care of a trusted 
healthcare provider.” 

Kentucky Commissioner 
of Veterans Affairs Heather 
French Henry also supports 
the bill. 

“The Military SAVE Act 
would be a great step forward 
to ensuring Kentucky veter¬ 
ans have the resources they 
need if they experienced a 
sexual assault while in the 
military,” said Henry. 

“I applaud Congressman 
Barr for shining a light on 
this issue, and making the 
care of veterans a priority in 
Congress.” 

The legislation was in part 
inspired by Susan Moseley, a 
survivor of a military sexual 
assault. 

“After I was sexually 
assaulted in the military I did 
not get the help I needed,” 
said Mosely. 

“As a result, I was lost for 
more than 20 years. I hope 
Congressman Barr’s legisla¬ 
tion will help other victims to 
get the help they need so they 
can overcome their trauma 
and thrive.”

Cooking is a joyous expression of labor and love 


“When I grow up, my 
maid will do my cook¬ 
ing!” Yes, that’s what 
I would 
proudly and 
regularly 
exclaim to 
my mother 
when she 
would ask 
me to come 
into the 
kitchen and 
cook with 
her. 

Of course 
that was 
just the 
ranting of an immature 
teenager with grandiose 
ideas but very green to 
reality Needless to say, 
I’m almost 35 years old 
and do not have a maid. 

That is perfectly 
fine with me, though, 
because these days, 
cooking is one of my 
passions. I’m quite con¬ 
tent in my kitchen, bak¬ 


ing or cooking, or even 
just snuggled up on my 
couch with a blanket 
and a cookbook. 

Cooking is an expres¬ 
sion and labor of love. I 
enjoy sitting down with 
my family and watch¬ 
ing them enjoy a home- 
cooked meal. Cooking is 
always worth the time 
and effort it requires. 

I truly started enjoy¬ 
ing cooking when I was 
in my early 20s. I sup¬ 
pose it’s in my genes; I 
come from a long line 
of fabulous cooks, and 
have my mother and 
both of my grandmoth¬ 
ers to thank for further 
instilling in me a love 
for what seems at times 
to have become a lost 
art. 

I’m not a chef 
extraordinaire and I 
have so much yet to 
learn about cooking and 
all it entails. However, 


my hope in doing this 
column (which I am 
thankful and honored 
to do) is to share what 
I have learned. I want 
to pass along the tidbits 
and tips that I’ve picked 
up through the years, 
making me a better 
cook. 

Maybe this column 
will get your creative 
juices flowing and you 
will explore your more 
adventurous side of 
cooking. And of course, 

I will be sharing recipes 
every other week. I sin¬ 
cerely hope you enjoy 
reading this column as 
much as I enjoy writing 
it. 

Speaking of recipes, 
this week I would like to 
share two dishes that I 
recently made. The first 
is Pizza Rigatoni. Let 
me tell you... absolutely 
delicious; probably the 
best I’ve had. 


The second recipe is 
for Chocolate Chip Oreo 
Cheesecake Bars. These 
were devoured by teen¬ 
age boys, and rightfully 
so. I would classify this 
dessert as easy anddelec- 
table. Good category if 
you ask me. 

Pizza Rigatoni 

16 oz. rigatoni or penne pasta 
11/2 pounds ground beef 
TwoHoz.jars pizza sauce 
1 can cream of mushroom soup 
1 medium onion 

16 oz. Mozzarella cheese, shred¬ 
ded 

1 package pepperoni 
1 clove fresh garlic or 1/2 tsp. 
garlic powder 

Directions 

Cook pasta in boiling water 
until tender. Set aside. 

Brown ground beef. Drain. 
Put in large bowl. Add pizza 
sauce, soup, onion and garlic. 


Add pasta and stir. 

Layer half of meat mixture 
in either large casserole dish or 
slow cooker. Next, sprinkle on 
half of the cheese. Finally, cover 
with however many pepperoni 
you like. Repeat layers. 

If baking in oven, cook on 
350 degrees for 30-40 minutes. 
If cooking in 5-quart slow cooker, 
cook on low for two to three 
hours. Yield:10-14 servings. 

Chocolate Chip Oreo 
Cheesecake Bars 

20 Oreo Cookies 
1 stick butter, salted 
1/4 cup brown sugar 
3 (8 oz.) packages cream cheese, 
softened 

1 (14 oz.) can, sweetened con¬ 
densed milk 

3 eggs 

2 tsp. vanilla 
1 tsp. flour 

1 cup mini chocolate chips 

Directions 


Crumble cookies, butter and 
brown sugar in food processor. 
Pat the crust mixture into bottom 
of greased 9x9 pan. For thinner 
bars, you can use a 9x13 pan. In a 
stand mixer or bowl, beat cream 
cheese until fluffy and no lumps. 
Add condensed milk. Add eggs, 
one at a time, beating lightly 
after each addition. Add vanilla 
extract. 

Toss 1/2 cup mini chocolate 
chips in the flour (so they won't 
sink to bottom of cheesecake). 
Stir well. Pour into pan over Oreo 
crust. 

Sprinkle remaining chocolate 
chips on the top. Bake for one 
hour 300 degrees. Let cool to 
room temperature. Put in refrig¬ 
erator to chill. In my opinion, 
these are best the following day, 
but it's hard to wait that long. 

Cut into squares and enjoy.

A truth about whidi Jews and Christians can agree 


I can honestly say it 
was the best gefilte 
fish I ever ate, main¬ 
ly because I’d never 
eaten any 
before. 

“Gefilte” 
sounds 
tastier than 
“ground up 
raw fish 
mixed with 
eggs, onions 
and matzoh 
meal then 
stuffed into 
the skin of 
a de-boned 
fish and 
poached” 

I ate it as part of a 
Passover Seder as a guest 
of Congregation Beth 
Sholom Jewish Syna¬ 
gogue in Beverly Hills, 
Fla. 

Besides gefilte fish 
with purple horserad¬ 
ish on top, I ate parsley 
dipped in salt water, 
washed my hands sym¬ 
bolically several times, 
drank four cups of wine 
and sang in Hebrew. 

As a religion writer, 
I’ve attended Jewish 
services before, but this 


was my first Passover 
Seder. My hosts, Lloyd 
and Joan Leshin, told me 
that Jews everywhere 
around the world would 
be doing the exact same 
things that we were 
doing, just as Jews had 
done for thousands of 
years before and will do 
for thousands of years 
in the future unless or 
until Messiah comes. 

Passover commemo¬ 
rates the time when the 
Israelites were slaves 
in Egypt, and when 
Pharaoh refused to let 
them leave God sent 10 
plagues. 

The 10th plague was 
the death of every first¬ 
born male, and the only 
way to escape the angel 
of death was to sacrifice 
an unblemished lamb 
and take its blood and 
smear it over the door¬ 
post of the house. When 
the angel saw the blood, 
he passed over that 
house and the firstborn 
sons were spared. 

The various elements 
of the Passover Seder 
represent the different 
significant parts of the 


story of how God freed 
his people from slavery. 
For example, the roasted 
shank bone symbolizes 
the lamb that was slain. 
The salt water and the 
bitter herbs speak of the 
tears and suffering of 
the Israelites’ slavery. 

The matzoh, or 
unleavened bread, is a 
reminder that the Isra¬ 
elites didn’t have time 
to bake bread with yeast 
so they had to make 
cracker-like flat bread. 
Today, Jews grind up the 
matzoh to use in their 
Passover cooking to 
make everything from 
dumplings to chocolate 
cake. 

During one part on 
the Passover Seder, three 
matzohs are on a plate 
covered with a napkin. 
The middle one, called 
the afikomen, which 
symbolizes the Pesach, 
or Passover lamb, is 
removed, broken and 
wrapped in another nap¬ 
kin and hidden. 

The woman sitting 
next to me said some¬ 
times parents hide the 
afikomen and later kids 


search for it and who¬ 
ever finds it gets a prize. 

Later in the Seder 
when the afikomen 
is “found,” the broken 
piece is distributed to 
everyone at the table. 
Next, everyone drinks a 
cup of wine. 

Because I’m a Chris¬ 
tian, I view things 
through the prism of 
Christianity. It’s much 
like how women see 
things through a female 
prism, only children 
through an only-child 
prism, Jews through a 
Jewish prism. 

Therefore, as a Chris¬ 
tian I couldn’t help see¬ 
ing Jesus in the Passover 
Seder. I don’t say this 
to offend my Jewish 
friends, just to explain 
my experience. 

For example, the 
night of the Seder was 
also Maundy Thurs¬ 
day, the day Christians 
commemorate Christ’s 
last supper, which was 
a Passover Seder. Jesus 
might not have eaten 
gefilte fish, but he 
would’ve dipped the 
parsley in salt water

and ate bitter herbs. 

The gospels record 
him taking the unleav¬ 
ened bread and breaking 
it, saying “This is my 
body, broken for you.” 
Likewise, he took the 
cup of wine and said, 
“This is my blood, shed 
for you.” 

That’s what I thought 
of during that part of 
the Seder. 

If I had been at my 
church, I would’ve been 
eating the bread and 
drinking the wine dur¬ 
ing communion. 

Through the prism of 
Christianity, the lamb 
that was slain for the 
Israelites thousands of 
years ago was a fore¬ 
shadow of Jesus, whom 
Christians call the Lamb 
of God who takes away 
the sins of the world. 


The Seder ended with 
a song in Hebrew: “Our 
Seder now has ended 
with its history-laden 
rites. We have journeyed 
from Mitzrayim (Israel) 
on this storied night of 
nights. We bore witness, 
we remembered our cov¬ 
enant with You. So we 
pray that You redeem 
us as You pledged Your 
word to do.” 

If there’s one thing 
Christians and Jews can 
agree on it’s this: We 
believe that God has 
pledged to redeem his 
people, and what he 
pledges, he will fulfill.

After being trapped in 
his wrecked pickup truck 
for nearly an hour, Mt. 
Eden resident Dewight 
Shular stood up, smiled 
and headed for a nearby 
stretcher. 

The 75-year-old resi¬ 
dent of Murphy Lane 
appeared largely unin¬ 
jured after his westbound 
pickup truck swerved off 
Mt. Eden Road, skimmed a 
few trees, came back onto 
the pavement and rolled 
at least once. 

With just a small 
trickle of blood running 
down his left cheek, Shu¬ 
lar breathed a heavy sigh 
and smiled at his rescuers 
as he was loaded onto a 
stretcher and into a wait¬ 
ing ambulance. 

The wreck occurred 
about a mile past Pleasant 
Hill Christian Church, just 
west of Jo Carol Nethery’s 
home. 

“I heard it while it was 
banging and rumbling,” 
said Nethery, who said 
Shular is a family friend. 

“It just kept rumbling 
... I guess that was when 
it was rolling down the 
road.” 

Nethery said her hus¬ 
band left the house to see 
what had happened and, 
when he got to the crash 
site, yelled for her to call 
911. 

“We knew who it was 
because he’s a friend of 
ours,” she said. 

When first responders 
arrived they found Shu- 
lar’s pickup truck on its 
passenger side, blocking 
both lanes of traffic. 

Inside, they found Shu¬ 
lar seated on the inside of 
the passenger door with 
his feet sticking through 
the shattered window and 
resting on the pavement. 

Firefighters with the 
Anderson County Fire 
Department stabilized the 
pickup with jacks while 
Anderson County EMS 
personnel examined 
Shular and tried to fig¬ 
ure out how to get him 
out. 

They eventu¬ 
ally were able to reach 
inside the truck, help 
Shular to his feet 
and help him wiggle 
through the pickup’s 
shattered windshield. 

Shular was transport¬ 
ed to an area hospital. 

No other details about 
his condition were 
immediately available.

John phrase to “the best team 
Herndon rarely wins.” 

Sports Editor Upsets happen. Teams 

_have off nights. Teams 

have incredible nights. 
Occasionally, what has been working 
suddenly stops. So many things can 
happen in a one-and-done tourna¬ 
ment. 

It’s what makes March Madness, 
well, madness, even when it extends 
into April. 

Saturday’s loss to Wisconsin will 
undoubtedly go down as one of the 
most painful in the long and illustri¬ 
ous history of Big Blue basketball. 

It probably does not match the loss 
to Duke on Christian Laettner’s shot 
that we must see over and over and 
over and over - you get the idea - 
every year. 

But it’s close. 

That 1992 team was so beloved 
because few gave it a chance to be 
really good and, of course, the nucle¬ 
us of the team - John Pelphrey, Richie 
Farmer and Deron Feldhaus - were 
all marginally- recruited Kentucky 
natives. 

This year’s team was so different 
- lots of All-Americans and the clos¬ 
est thing to a Kentucky native in the 
original 10-man platoon system are 
Trey Lyles (from Indianapolis) and 
Alex Poythress of Clarksville, Tenn. 
But this group thrived on the old- 
fashioned hoops virtues of defense 
and team play. 

And, regardless of what happened 
following Saturday’s loss, this group 
just seemed so genuinely likeable. 

Which brings us back to Poythress, 
whose absence was probably masked 
by that big 38. When he went down 
with an ACL injury in mid-December, 
he was only averaging 5.5 points and 
4 rebounds a game but had earned 
the reputation as an elite 6-foot-8 
defender. Soon after, the questions 
were whispered regarding how much 
the Wildcats would miss that defense 
and that a team like Wisconsin or Ari¬ 
zona would be best-equipped to take 
advantage of his absence.

Of course, the flip side to that 
line of thinking is that it happened 
in December and there was plenty 
of time to make adjustments. Lyles 
seemed to do just fine as Poythress’ 
replacement. 

But the 2015 Wildcats will join that 
short, but significant, list of Wildcat 
teams that carry a huge “What if?” in 
their legacies. What if Poythress does 
not go down? What if the Wildcats 
don’t slow the game down against 
Wisconsin? What if? What if? What 
if? 

There have been at least four UK 
teams - maybe more - tagged with 
that question. Love Kentucky or 
loathe the Wildcats, people have talk¬ 
ed about those “What ifs?” for years 
and will continue to do so. 

Here are some of the biggest “What 
ifs?” in Kentucky basketball history. 
Debate their merits as you wish. 

1954. This is probably the biggest 
“What if?” in UK history. The Wild¬ 
cats were 25-0, winning by more than 
27 points a game, when they declined 
an NCAA Tournament bid due to an 
NCAA rule in force at the time did 
not allow graduate students to play. 
Three players, including future Hall 
of Famers Cliff Hagan and Frank 
Ramsey, were ruled ineligible. The 
rule is no longer in effect. LaSalle, a 
team Kentucky had beaten handily 
during the year, won the title. 

1970. Another huge “What if?” 
Kentucky finished the season at 26-2, 
losing to Jacksonville in the Mideast 
Regional final. Dan Issel and Mike 
Pratt led Adolph Rupp’s last great 
team in Lexington but the Wildcats 
were missing scoring guard Mike 
Casey, the Shelby County native who 
was a great scoring guard and tre¬ 
mendous clutch player. Casey missed 
the season after suffering a broken 
leg in a summertime car accident. 
Wildcat fans of that era are con¬ 
vinced a healthy Casey would have 
meant the Wildcats’ fifth national 
title. 


1975. Kentucky, captained by 
Anderson County’s Jimmy Dan Con¬ 
ner, finished 26-5, losing to UCLA in 
the NCAA championship game. The 
day before the game, John Wooden 
famously announced his retirement 
from coaching. The following night, 
UCLA won its 10 th title in 12 years - a 
run that will never be surpassed. How 
much did the announcement affect 
the outcome? Some, no doubt. 

But the other side of the coin 
is that Kentucky had knocked off 
unbeaten Indiana in the Mideast 
Region final. Indiana star Scott May 


had broken his wrist. Even though 
he tried to play, he was not effective. 
With him, IU had routed UK early in 
the year. 

1997. Kentucky finished 35-5, losing 
to Arizona in overtime in the NCAA 
championship game. It would be Rick 
Pitino’s last game in Lexington. Derek 
Anderson, arguably the team’s best 
player went down with a knee injury 
in mid-season and only returned to 
shoot some free throws against Min¬ 
nesota in the national semi-final. 

Few question that Anderson’s injury 
left a huge hole in the Wildcats’ 


attack. Whether it would have meant 
another national championship - and, 
as it would eventually turn out, three 
straight from 1996-98 - is open to 
debate. 

The late UK football coach Jerry 
Claiborne used to talk about “the 
old iffin’ game.” His premise was the 
“What ifs?” are part of the game and 
it is a team’s duty to overcome them. 

But they sure are fun - and some¬ 
times painful - to talk about.

“This sounds bad as a par¬ 
ent ,” Jordan’s mother, Micki 
McHugh, says with a laugh,

Jordan admits he does 
take a break from discussing 
his passion while at school, 
where sports talk centers on 
other sports. 

However, that love of the 
water has taken the McHugh 
family to some of the best 
fishing spots in Kentucky - 
Elkhorn Creek in Franklin 
County is a family favorite 
- and has been rewarded the 


Little League baseball catch¬ 
er with some big league fish¬ 
ing catches. 

There was a 19-inch small- 
mouth bass and the 24- and 
25-inch striped bass catches 
at Lake Cumberland a few 
years back. When asked 
about the different species 
he’s caught, Jordan quickly 
replies, “Smallmouth, large- 
mouth, spotted bass, blue 
catfish, channel cats, gar, sea 
trout, rainbow trout.” 

One can get the impres¬ 
sion there are more on the 
list too. 

So far this year, the 
weather has limited Jordan’s 
fishing to a trip to the back 
waters of the Salt River 
below the Taylorsville Lake 
dam. 


But when weather per¬

Elkhorn Creek. 

“It is a good place to put 
your kayak,” Jordan says of 
Elkhorn.

And, to Jordan McHugh, 
it could be a place where 
dreams can start to become 
true. Ask the sixth-grder if 
he would like to become a 
professional fisherman, his 
eyes light up and the big 
smile becomes huge. 

No words are necessary 
for an answer. 

“He’s looking for spon¬ 
sors,” jokes his mother, who 
is an associate pastor at First 
Christian Church. “I know 
that if we had a house with 
a pond, we would never see 
him.” 

Or, at least, everyone 
would know where to find 
Jordan. 

“We have pictures of him 
fishing in a bathrobe,” his 
mother says with a big smile. 

Only time will tell if that 
dream is realized but even 
now, it is apparent that fish¬ 
ing to Jordan is not just grab¬ 
bing a cane pole and taking a 
nap under a tree. It’s serious 
business. 

“He likes to figure out 
his presentation, the size of 
the lure and the color of the 
lure,” says Bill McHugh.

A winter back-loaded with 
cold, snow and high water can 
make the season’s stay seem 
unusually long and especially 
harsh. 

The first warm days of the 
year never come soon enough. 
But when they do, a feeling of 
euphoria sweeps over anglers 
because springtime offers some 
of the year’s best opportunities 
for trophy largemouth bass. 

“Fall is a great opportunity 
to catch a big one, but your 
best shot at the biggest bass of 
the year or your life is right 
now,” said Geoff Roberts, a 
conservation educator with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources and an 
avid bass angler. 

The longer periods of day¬ 
light and the warming water 
temperatures of springtime 
tell largemouth bass that it’s 
time to move shallow. It’s also 
at this time when the big bass 
are at their heaviest, especially 
ravenous females that must 
pack on weight in preparation 
for spawning. 

Kentucky boasts numer¬ 
ous lakes that hold “good” to 
“excellent” populations of 
largemouth bass. In its annual 
Fishing Forecast, Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife classified 
almost 40 fisheries in those two 
categories. 

Anchoring the list of “excel¬ 
lent” largemouth bass options 
are Kentucky Lake and Lake 
Barkley in the west and Barren 
River Lake in the southwest. 
Also making the cut were 
Beshear Lake in Caldwell and 
Christian counties; Cave Run 
Lake in Bath, Menifee, Rowan 
and Morgan counties; and 
Cedar Creek Lake in Lincoln 
County; Fishpond Lake in 
Letcher County; Lake Malone 
in Muhlenburg, Todd and 
Logan counties;Wilgreen Lake 
in Madison County and Spurl- 
ington Lake in Taylor County. 

Fish population survey work 
conducted by fisheries biolo¬ 
gists last May on Cedar Creek 
Lake found vast numbers 
of 19- to 21-inch largemouth 
bass. There is a one-fish daily 
creel and 20-inch minimum 
size limit on the lake. Anglers 
have been catching bass in the 
creeks, and the areas around 
the KY 1770 bridge and mid¬ 
lake boat ramp near old U.S. 

150 are two proven spots in a 
lake full of them. 

“The number of really large 
fish is impressive,” said John 
Williams, southeastern fisher¬ 
ies district biologist with Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. “The 
area by the U.S.150 ramp has a 
lot of cover and shallow water 
with access to deep water.” 

Wilgreen Lake’s bass popu¬ 
lation stood out in last year’s 
research in the northeastern 
fisheries district. It yielded 
good numbers of fish over 15 
inches and 20 inches, but bass 
don’t have to search hard for 
food with gizzard shad preva¬ 
lent in the lake. 


“You can fish pretty much 
across the whole dam on that 
lake,” said Tom Timmermann, 
northeastern fisheries district 
biologist with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “We see some 
nice fish across the dam. That 
would be a nice place to try. If 
you’re fishing Wilgreen, Lake 
Reba is just on the other side of 
Richmond. It has nice numbers 
of fish over 15 inches as well, 
and half of that is bank acces¬ 
sible. Those two lakes being 
the size that they are, it might 
make for a good day to fish one 
in the morning and then try to 
fish the other in the evening.” 

Grayson Lake in Carter 
and Elliott Counties showed 
improvement last year, earning 
the 1,512-acre reservoir up-and- 
comer status in this year’s Fish¬ 
ing Forecast. 

“There are some nice fish 
in there, but it’s a tricky lake 
to fish,” Timmermann said. 
“Grayson Lake and Cave Run 
aren’t that dissimilar in the 
fact that they’re deep, clear, 
eastern Kentucky mountain 
lakes. If you don’t put your 
time in to learn your spots you 
could struggle. But those guys 
that know what they’re doing 
on Grayson tend to have fun 
with it.” 

Bass typically start to move 
shallow when the water tem¬ 
perature ranges from 55 to 65 
degrees with farm ponds and 
smaller lakes warming up first. 

“At a certain point, you’ve 
got fish in all three phases: 
pre-spawn, spawn and post¬ 
spawn,” Roberts said. “If you 
try targeting the pre-spawners 
and you strike out doing that, 
try something a little different 
like sight fishing.” 

Good lures to have on hand 
in early spring are jig and trail¬ 
er combinations, spinnerbaits, 
square-billed and lipless crank- 
baits, suspending jerkbaits and 
other shad imitations. 

Try to intercept bass at spots 
that lead to spawning areas, 
Roberts said, such as deeper 
points and the deeper stretches 
of banks that lead into embay- 
ments, creeks or a big pocket, 
and work back. 

“What you want to try to 
find are basically what bass 
use as highways,” he said. “Bass 
like to feel secure and they 
like to have ambush points, so 
they’re going to use whatever 
cover is available as they work 
their way back in until they 
go to where they’re going to 
spawn. And then they’re going 
to do the exact same thing 
coming back out. 

“When they do get shallow, 
look for any stumps, lay down 
or structure like that because 
that’s what they’re either 
going to be spawning next to or 
hanging out by either in prepa¬ 
ration for spawning or immedi¬ 
ately after they spawn.” 

Spring fishing is grateful 
fishing, and the thrill of an 
early spring reunion with the 
water never grows old. The 
pull of a trophy largemouth 
bass only makes it better.

Taylorsville, Guist Creek lakes among best spots for crappie

Although the redbud trees 
haven’t bloomed yet, it isn’t 
too early to start fishing for 
crappie. 

Black crappie are likely 
along rocky banks now in 
lakes that have them. 

“With the water tem¬ 
peratures still in the mid-40s, 
white crappie are likely stag¬ 
ing in deeper water right 
now,” said Jeff Crosby, central 
fisheries district biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“With the longer photoperiod 
and the warmer tempera¬ 
tures on the way, they will be 
moving up to the shallows.” 

The big twins of western 
Kentucky, Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley, along 
with Green River Lake and 
Taylorsville Lake all receive 
oodles of fishing pressure for 
the crappie that swim in their 
waters. However, Kentucky 
is also blessed with other less 
known waters holding boun¬ 
tiful populations of crappie 
that don’t receive the adula¬ 
tion and fishing pressure of 
their more well known breth¬ 
ren. 


While known for its excel¬ 
lent largemouth bass fish¬ 
ing, wood strewn 2,315-acre 
Yatesville Lake in Lawrence 
County holds good numbers 
of quality white crappie with 
many in the 15-inch range. 

“In our latest population 
sampling, Yatesville had 
the most crappie we’ve ever 
sampled in the 10- to 14-inch 
range,” said Kevin Frey, east¬ 
ern fisheries district biologist 
for Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. 

Yatesville Lake, near the 
West Virginia border, more 
resembles a flatland reservoir 
with abundant woody cover 
than a mountain lake. Probe 
the fallen tree tops and sub¬ 
merged trees with live min¬ 
nows suspended under a bob¬ 
ber and adjust the depth until 
you get bites. The timbered 
coves and banks near the con¬ 
fluence of Blaine and Green¬ 
brier creeks hold crappie. 

“In the upper part of 
Blaine Creek at the Rich 
Creek boat access, we’ve 
placed fish structures and cut 
down trees for bank anglers 
to catch crappie,” Frey said. 
“There are numerous pull 
offs along KY 32 for bank 
anglers. It is good fishing in 


that area in spring.” 

Cave Run Lake is full of 
2- to 3-year-old crappie, pro¬ 
viding excellent opportunity 
for both black and white 
crappie. The deep weedbeds 
in the mouths of Skidmore 
and Leatherwood creeks in 
the Beaver Creek arm attract 
black crappie in March and 
into April. Black crappie tend 
to move into the shallows 
earlier in the year than white 
crappie. White crappie stay 
out in deeper water along 
creek channels while blacks 
may be in just a few feet of 
water along rocky banks at 
the same time. 

The abundant woody 
structures around Bangor 
Boat Ramp and fallen trees 
along the island near Pop- 
pin Rock Boat Ramp in the 
North Fork Arm of Cave Run 
provide excellent fishing for 
white and black crappie. 

One of the crappie sleepers 
flows off of Pine Mountain 
all the way to northern Ken¬ 
tucky. The Kentucky River 
holds considerable numbers 
of crappie a foot long or bet¬ 
ter. “The river goes in cycles, 
but there are some good fish 
in there,” Crosby said. “The 
crappie in the Kentucky 


like those creek mouths and 
backwater areas with little 
current.” 

Tributaries at their con¬ 
fluence with the Kentucky 
River have abundant root 
wads, undercut banks and 
washed in tree tops and 
brush. Probe all of these with 
live minnows suspended 
under a bobber or with 1/16- 
ounce chartreuse Roadrunner 
style spinner baits dressed 
with a matching 2-inch curly- 
tailed grub. 

“Another flowing water to 
consider is the Ohio River. It 
is really, really good for crap¬ 
pie right now,” Crosby said. 
The Ohio River offers good 
crappie fishing from Ashland 
downstream to the Purchase 
Region in far western Ken¬ 
tucky. 

He recommends backwater 
areas along the river, often 
formed where tributaries 
meet the main stem of the 
Ohio. “With all of the flood¬ 
ing on the Ohio, those embay- 
ments should have fish right 
now. Target brushy areas 
with live minnows in those 
embayments.” 

Guist Creek Lake covers 
317 acres in Shelby County. 

It is also overlooked for crap¬ 


pie. “We saw some really nice 
crappie last fall in our popu¬ 
lation surveying,” Crosby said. 
“I think most of the fishing 
pressure there is on large¬ 
mouth bass.” 

Early spring is a good time 
to catch large white crap¬ 
pie 11 inches and longer on 
Barren River Lake in Allen 
and Barren counties. Known 
throughout the Midwest 
and upper South as a supe¬ 
rior largemouth bass lake 
and written up in national 
magazines, Barren River Lake 
holds a burgeoning popula¬ 
tion of black crappie as well, 
which now make up 60 
percent of the total crappie 
population in the lake. 

Casting banks composed of 
pea gravel with lime-green 
2-inch curly-tailed grubs 
rigged on red 1/8-ounce lead- 
heads is a productive presen¬ 
tation for black crappie. Drift¬ 
ing live minnows along creek 
channels in March and early 
April fools big white crappie 
on Barren before they move 
into the shallows to spawn. 

The huge snows of just a 
few weeks ago are now in the 
dustbin of history. It is time to 
get out and catch some crap¬ 
pie.
